Merchants and Manufacturers 


Also Support Woman's 


Wage Measure 


WASHLVGTON.ID. c.—The Re- 


tail Merchants' Association renamed 
the Merchants and Manufacturers'

try. Each' of the speakers empha- 
sized the need of a law fixing a min- 
imum wage for women and children 
in the District of Columbia.
